Pearson Battles for Welles 


Since 
Welles'* 
silent 
departure 
from his office hts friend Pearson 
has given every indication of trying 
to flcut Mr. W elles s battle by pro­ 
moting the incident into a m atter 
of foreign policy involving Russia. 
No 
ne here believes Mr. Hull 
and Mr Welles broke up over R us­ 
sia 
They were approxim ately to ­ 
gether on that But if the left-w ing 
element.^ or other could create such 
a popular impression, they could 
make a cause celebre in favor of 
Mr, Welles and m itigate the blow 
his departure m ight cause to his 
political career. 
If the domestic communist* could 
establish such a notion, they could 
em barrass the adm inistration and 
force a policy of more appeasem ent 
award the Soviet union—which a l­ 
ways is their purpose. 
The facts do not w arrant the ef­ 
fort Hull forced Welles out, for no 
greater international reason th an 
that he thought Welle* was trying 
to get his job. Everyone has known 
and watched th a t inside struggle 
for at least the last Ave years. 


Pearson Story Denied 


Back 
in 
December. 
1940. 
Mr. 
Welles had to issue a public denial 
of a story in Pearson * column th a t 
he (Welles) had run to the presi­ 
dent to thw art Mr. H ulls wishes in 
connection w ith a rumored m atter 
of 
some 
$100 000,000 
credit 
to 
Franco. Mr. Welles'* friends in the 
departm ent 
have 
constantly 
said 
he was not trying to get Hull a job 
by giving Pearson anti-H ull news, 
although he looked forward to be­ 
coming state secretary when Hull 
retired. 
This opinion was not shared by 
Mr. H ull’s friends, who kept reading 
anti-H ull news in Pearson's column. 
Recently, because of a purely per­

Mr Hull, and either he or Welles 
had to go. 
No non-partisan observer here, I 
believe, would say Hull has been 
anti-R ussian.

Co-operation Advocated 


He urged recognition in the first 
place, and has m aintained constant 
leadership for co-operation in tile 
war and postwar effort*.
